Chamber statisticians, no ting, 
amo ng o ther things, a 117 p er 
cent ju m p in w heat imp o rts, a 
11,462 p er cent increase in co rn 
imp o rts, and a 35 6 p er cent rise 
in cattle imp o rts, attribu ted the 
increases to the d ro u ght and 
higher d o mestic p rices. 
Their rev iew o f im p o rts fo l­ 
lo wed p u blicatio n last night o f 
an analy sis o f recent fo reign 
trad e which they said ind icated 
the y ear-end wo u ld sho w the 
smallest fav o rable trad e balance 
in 40 y ears. 
An imp ro v ed sho wing was p re­ 
d icted fo r the last fo u r m o nths 
o f this y ear, bu t ev en so cham ­ 
ber ex p erts figu red the to tal fav ­ 
o rable balance o f ex p o rts o v er 
imp o rts wo u ld fall slightly belo w 
$100,000,000. No t since 18 95 , they 
said , has the ex cess o f ex p o rts 
d ro p p ed belo w tha t figu re. Last 
y ear’s fav o rable trad e balance 
was $7 7 8 ,000,000.

analy sis 
asserted 
tha t 
m anu factu red articles were d is­ 
p lacing farm p ro d u cts as the 
United States’ lead ing ex p o rt 
co mmo d ities.

NATIONAL HONORS INVOLVED 
The thing a great nation dreads most of all is 
loss of face. 
Once it has embarked on a course, 
howev er unwise subsequent ev ents may make it 
seem, a nation often goes to the end, no m atter 
how great the price. The national honor is in­ 
v olv ed, the national prestige abroad, and these 
are principles it will battle for. 
That psychological fact explains, as well as 
anything can, the reason why the dispute be­ 
tween Ethiopia and Italy now has broadened un­ 
til the peace of Europe—and perhaps the peace 
of the entire world—is in grav e danger. 
Italy 
began her Ethiopian campaign in the apparent 
belief that it would entail her relativ ely little 
trouble; that she would take ov er the black em­ 
pire, establish a protectorate of some kind, and 
reap the rewards of Ethiopia’s great oil and min­ 
eral resources—resources which Italy v itally 
needs, inasmuch as at the present time she must 
import almost all natural products from ether 
countries. 
Apparently, ll Duce did not forsee Britain’s re­ 
action to his course. England possesses the great­ 
est of all empires, and not the least important 
phase of it is her African holdings. 
When the 
British lion saw that another country was about 
to embark on an African adv enture, he awoke. 
When he came to believ e that this adv enture, if 
carried to its conclusion, would step hard on his 
toes, he roared. 
English diplomats naturally 
claim that England is taking her present part in 
the dispute for purely dispassionate and peace- 
lov ing reasons—but most expert observ ers are of 
the opinion that England would be much more 
aloof if she did not feel her own empire in dan­ 
ger. 


England’s answer to Italy’s threat was largely 
a repetition of those v iv id days of 19 14 which 
were the prelude to the World War. The great­ 
est battle fleet in the world got up steam. Ships 
mov ed out of home ports—and admiralty offi­ 
cials were extremely v ague as to their destina­ 
tion. 
Ev entually they showed up at the Suez 
Canal, gateway to Africa, at Malta, and at Gib­ 
raltar—all key points in the empire set-up. War­ 
time secrecy v eiled ships’ mov ements, as well as 
the mov ements of fleets of fighting planes which 


went along as an adjunct to the lion’s sea power. 
England then intimated that if Italy insisted 
on colonizing Ethiopia with the aid of force, she 
would call for League of Nations “sanctions.” 
These sanctions are the last resort and they hav e 
nev er been put into play since the League was 
inaugurated. They can take two forms. 
One 
would consist of an economic embargo, whereby 
all League signatories would refuse to ship goods 
of any kind to a belligerent nation. The second, 
which would follow if the first failed, would con­ 
sist of armed action, under which all League 
members would attempt to put the offending na­ 
tion in its place by military means. 
The League does not want to apply sanctions— 
Mussolini has said that it would mean war to the 
death. So, in one of its myriad attempts to solv e 
the Italo-Ethiopian difficulty peacefully, it made 
a proposal v jhereby Italy would be giv en certain 
concessions in the African country. Italy’s an­ 
swer was “No” with a capital “N.” She phrased 
it politely, but she made it clear that such con­ 
cessions were not enough—that she wanted all 
or nothing, and was still bent on going after it. 
Inev itable result of this was further div ision 
of Europe into factions. 
Allies are gettng to­ 
gether—and the precise set-up is still v ague. 
Howev er, it now seems certain that France and 
Russia are prepared to go along with England 
in any policy she may think necessary. Germany, 
with Hitler hating France, seems to be an Ital­ 
ian ally, as do Austria and Hungary. Poland, with 
the largest standing army in the world, hates and 
fears Russia, and will usually take sides against 
the Bear. Spain, a lesser power militaristically 
speaking, than most of the others, is rumored to 
hav e signed an agreement with England whereby 
she will harass Italy if and when war breaks out 
in the Mediterranean. 
Most dramatic recent ev ent is the announce­ 
ment that Italy is to mobolize 10,000,000 men— 
her entire fighting force. 
This is, of course, 
simply a gesture—but it is the knd of gesture 
which contributes nothing to the cause of peace, 
and much to the cause of war. 
The American State department is still taking 
no sides — it is apparently determined that, if 
possible, the resources of America will not be em­ 
ployed to pull foreign chestnuts out of the fire.
